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"A NOVEL SUGGESTION. 





Our clever contemporary, the St. Louis 
Sporting News, recently published a decidedly 
interesting article on the subject of the deca- 
dence of pugilism, which contained a sugges- 
tion thatis worthy of more than passing com- 
ment. The principal point which the writer 
made was the fact that there was no regula- 
tion as to the stipulated time that a champion 
of the prize ring could hold his title without de- 
fending it. 

“If those who take such an untiring interest 
in affairs pugilistic,” says the Sporting News. 
“would only get together and formulate a set 
of rules governing championship contests that 
would be recognized by the world at large, it 
would have a great tendency to prevent so 
much fighting befig done through the news- 
papers. 

* How much better it would be if a Pugilistic 
Congress could be convened in the interest of 
the sport. Let the Olympic Clubland the other 
representative organizations, name delegates 
and formulate aset of rules governing all cham- 
pionship contests, at the same time stipulating 
a specified time which any championship will 
hold good withogat defending the same. Let 
this body consider which is the most worthy 
aspirant to the coveted honors. There are 
many other points that could be taken up 
and considered by a body of this kind and its 
decisions would be recognized by the world. 
Pugilism is about the only sport that allows 
contestants too much leeway and too broad a 
road to get around obstacles, 

“This suggestion should be considered by 
those who tale a deep interestin pugilism, as 
a remedy for the much wrangling that always 
precedes a championship fight. We especially 
call the attention of Richard K. Fox to this sug- 
gestion as he is undoubtedly one of the prime 
promoters of the sport in this country.” 

The subject is not altogether a newone and 
Mr. Fox has given it more than ordinary con- 
sideration. It was largely to obviate this diffi- 
culty that he offered the magnificent trophies, 
which are now the recognized emblems of 
championship in the various classes of pugil- 
ism, It is provided, in the rules governing 
these trophies, that the holder must defend it 
against all comers. Should he win it three 
times or hold it three years unchallenged it 
becomes his personal property. Surely the title 
of a champion who complies with these regula- 
tions cannot be questioned. It is feared, how- 
ever, that the course suggested by the Sporting 
News will never be adopted. Sporting men who 
are above financial considerations are too few 
and far between,

The glove contest between George Lavigne, of Sag- 
inaw, Mich, and John T. Griffin, of Braintree, Mass., 
for a purse of $1,500, was fonght in the Seaside Athletic 
Club, Coney Island, on Oct. 29, and betwéen 3,000 and 
4,000 spectators witnessed the contest. Among the 
crowd could be seen sporting mea from Pittsburg, Bos- 
ton, Philadelphia, Baltimore and Buffalo, while Brook- 
lyn, New York and Jersey City helped to make up the 
quota. Lavigne wasa big favorite with the majority, 
owing to the great form he displayed when he recently 
defeated Jerry Marshall, the. colored featherweight 
champion of Australia, and odds of $100 to $80 were 
offered on the Kid’s, as he is called, chances of winning. 
The Boston and New England sporting men backed 
Griffin, and there was considerable money wagered®on 
the result. Before Griffin and Lavigne fought there 
was a curtain-raiser, which was a six-round contest be- 
tween Joe Gates an* Jack Madden, of Brooklyn, N. 
Y., two well-known pugilists who have time and again 
battled for wealth and glory in the 24-foot ring. 

Local interest of course, centered in the go between 
Dolly Lyons, of New York, and Kid Hogan, of Brook- 
iyn, The boys have met twice before. Hogan being 
the winner on the first occasion and Lyons on the last, 
leaving honors even between both. They were both 
very popular as amateurs and have done good work as 
professionals. The reduction of price of admission from 
$1 up gave many an admirer of the manly art an op- 
portunity to see the fights who had on other occasions 
lacked the wherewithal. 

By the time young Jack Madden, of Brooklyn, and 
Joe Gates, of Birmingham, England, mounted the stage 
t@ fight six rounds at 105 pouffds, there were fully 
3,000 people on hand. Inspector McKelvey had his 
seat at the ringside. 

The Inspector is willing to allow boxing when the 
contestants are anything like evenly matched, but will 
not stand for any slaughter or easy knockouts. The 
announcement that Tim Hurst, the popular League 
umpire, would referee the bouts, was received with loud 
applause. Madden’s seconds were Brooklyn Jimmy 
Carroll, J. Shay, Emil Moore and Jack Smith. Gates 
was waited on by Charley Norton, of Newark, N. J., Billy 
Brown, Charles Burk and Jakey Strauss. 

When the boys were introduced, Madden’s friends 
gave him a great send-off. For the first three rounds 
the fighting was even, Madden showing great clever- 
ness in gettingaway. Gates had somewhat the best of 
the fourth round, bringing down the house by landing 
several stiff punches while Madden was trying to escape. 
The last two rounds were decidedly in favor of Madden. 
He punched Gates hard and often and had Gates tired, 
although the little Englishman stuck to his work 
with great gameness and never got flurried. Referee 
Hurst gave Madden the verdict—a very popular de- 
cision, Gates was cheered as he left the stage. 

The adherants of Dolly Lyons and Kid Hogan made 
themselves heard for keeps when the boys were intro- 
duced for the second bout of the night—ten rounds at 
115 pounds. Lyons had for Seconds Mick Dunn of 
Australia, Jack Sheridan of Brooklyn, and Mike Green 
of New York ; and Hogan was looked after by Brook- 
lyn Jimmy Carroll,and Benny Murphy of England. 
From the sound of the gong it was evident that there 
was trouble in the air. The boys went at it as though 
they intended to annihilate one another ) 

The fighting was fast and furious during the first 
round, although neither had any the best of it. The 
lively fighting worked the house up to a state of ex- 
citement. The second and last round was Hogan’s. He 
went at Lyons hammer and tongs. A stiff right-hander 
on the mouth caused the blood to flow. Hogan then 
fuught Lyons to the ropes, and the Inspector concluded 
to stop the bout. 

The referee awarded the bout to Hogan. While the 
Kid had the best of the fight as far as it went, Lyons 
was anything but out. It was probably the blood in 
Lyons’ mouth that caused the Inspector to stop the go. 
It was Stated that Lyons weighed 111 pounds and was 
not strong enough to stand the pace. 

Fred Burns then announced that Lavigne and Griffin

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would appear in fifteen minutes. Griffin was the first 
to show, accompanied by his seconds, George Reynolds 
and Charley White of New York, and Bill Crowley of 
Hartford. Lavigne arrived shortly after. His esquires 
were Sam Fitzpatrick of San Francisco, Jim Collins of 
Wisconsin, and Billy Lavigne of Saginaw, Mich. They 
were announced to fight fifteen rounds at 126 pounds. 

Before the men began operations the principals, sec- 
onds and referee had a consultation. It was agreed 
that in case the police stopped the bout it would be 
called a draw, unless either man had a decided advan- 
tage. 

RounpD 1—When the men faced each other Lavigne 
appeared to be the stronger of the two. He was the ag- 
gressor during the round, but did not appear to land on 
Griffin enough to get any advantage. 

Rounpb 2—Griffin did the most leading, and landed 
several hard smashes on Lavigne’s body. The Braintree 
lad was a little slow and missed a couple of good chances 
to land on the Kid. 

The third round wasin Lavigne’s favor, and Griffin 
had several narrow escapés from some terrific swings. 

RounpD 4—Lavigne went at his man like a bull, and 
landed on his ribs, body and head until he had Griffin 
shaky. 

Rounp 5—Griffin came up strong and did some land- 
ing, but his blows lacked steam, while Lavigne punched 
as hard as ever. Griffin was winded when the gong 
sounded. 

Rounp 6-—Griffin was somewhat stronger, and the 
round was about even. 

Rounp 7—Lavigne was as much on the aggressive as 
ever, but his blows did not appear to hurt Griffin. 
Johnny woke up and brought down the house by 
getting in several good ones on the Kid’s head and neck. 

RocnpD 8—This round was give and take. Neither 
had any decided advantage. 

Rounp 9—Griffin had somewhat the best of this round, 
and, Just before the gong, landed on Lavigne’s neck and 
staggered him,

STILL BREAKING BICYCLE RECORDS. 


WaLTHam, Mass., Oct. 29.—Harry C. Tyler and 
Arthur W. Porter continued their record-breaking feats 
at the Wa!tham track and hardly a pleasant day passes 
that these two stars do not add a new record to their 
already long list. 

To-day Tyler lowered the two-mile flying start record 
from 4 minutes 4 4-5 seconds to 4 minntes 4 seconds, 
and Porter placed Allen’s time for the mile standing 
standiug start in the shade by going the distance in 2 
minutes flat. Allen’s time was 2 minutes 2 4-5 seconds. 

Tyler appeared on the track about 3 oclock, and after 
limbering up alittle, he gave the word for the pace 
makers to go ahead. The tandems took him over the

RovunDd 10—This was a hot round. Griffin took the 
initiative and landed several soakers on Lavigne’s face.

RounpD 11—Lavigne had the best of the going, and 
landed a number of hard ones, getting away with hardly 
any return. 

RounpD 12—Griffin landed hard on Lavigne’s nose, 
causing the claret to flow freely. Neither had any ad- 
vantage in the hitting. 

Rounpd 13—Griffin came up apparently the fresher 
of the two. It was give and take all through the 
round, and neither appeared to be able to do much

Rounp 14—Lavigne had decidedly the best of the 
fighting and landed several vicious swings. 

RounpD 15 aND Last—Lavigne appeared to be deter- 
mined to settle matters. He rushed at Griffin, who 
slipped and fell. Then the Inspector‘stopped the bout. 
The referee gave the bout to Lavigne, a good decision, 
as Lavigne was decidedly the strongest at the finish. 
Time of last round, 10 seconds. 

Griffih was born at Braintree, Mass., Oct. 16, 1869, 
and commenced his fighting career in 1887. His 
draws were forty-two rounds with Hippy Homer; five 
rounds with George Badger; six rounds with Alf Par- 
ton; seven rounds with Frank Steele; four rounds with 
Ike Weir. His list of victories is a long and meritorious 
one, as the following will show, In 1887 he defeated 
Jack Creede in three rounds at Boston, and in the same 
yevr beat Jack Curley at Brockton in two rounds. The 
year 1888 wasa busy one for him. He beat Charley 
Collins at Boston in four rounds; Frank Maguire, at 
Brockton, in twelve rounds; Eugene Hornbacker, at 
Boston, in seven rounds; Johnny Aaron, at Boston, in 
six rounds; Jack Kenny, at Boston, in five rounds; 
George Badger, at Boston, in three rounds; Tommy 
Danforth, at Boston, in four rounds; Frank Steele, at 
Boston, in eight rounds; Barney Hubbard, at Boston, in 
ten rounds; Harry Ring, at New Brunswick, in four 
rounds; Jimmy Larkin, at New Orleans, in four rounds; 
in 1891, an unknown, at New Orleans, in one round. 
In 1892 he beat Jimmy Lynch, of New York, in five 
rounds, and in 1893 he beat Billy Murphy, at New 
York, in six rounds; Jack Havlin, at Boston, in four 
rounds. He has been defeated by Solly Smith, Frank 
Murphy, Billy Murphy and George Lavigne.

Reminiscent frequenters of the theatres may re- 
call the first appearance of the Gaiety Theatre company 
at the Standard Theatre some six years ago, when 
among its players were such interesting performers as 
Fred Leslie, Nellie Farren, Marion Hood, Sylvia Grey 
and Letty Lind. 

They acted here first in “Monte Cristo,’ which was 
never popular, and, despite a vigorous claque, the first 
night was unmistakably disappointing. But there were 
moments of genuine enthusiasm, and they were in every 
case the result of the dancing done by Sylvia Grey or 
Letty Lind. Toward the middle of the second act Sylvia 
Grey, who had stood about unnoticed, gave the first 
skirt dance that New York ever saw. 

Such dancing was completely novel and literally took 
the audience by storm. Even the roar of the energetic 





ushers and dead beats that made the claque was lost in 
the genuine applause of the audience at the close of the 
dance. 

Letty Lind created almost as much enthusiasm in the 
second scene of the act, when, dressed in a remarkable 
yellow gown, she danced half in shade and half in the 
giare of a calcium 

New York talked of these dances for months, and 
they brought to the company its chief success, although 
later, in “Miss Esmeralda,” when Leslie had measured 
American humor, the entire company appeared to great- 
er advautage, Letty Lind is still dancing, but 





to be wondered at that some of their feelings have been 
burt. 

Among the new set of rules which have been posted 
in the wings is one which states that in future no leave 
of absence will be granted unless a doctor’s certificate 
of illness accompanies the request. This the Gaiety 
girls declare is an aspersion on their veracity as well as 
a severe drain on their pocket books, for in these hard 
times doctor’s certificates come high. 

- Another rule forbids the actresses to enter any cafe 
within three blocks of Broadway, and to see some of 
these young persons trudging all the way over to Eighth 
avenue in search ofa midnight beer and a sandwich is 
a sight to break any well-regulated young man’s heart. 

In addition to this the members of the company have 
been informed that there has been far too much fun on 
the stage of late, and the young people have been asked 
to preserve all their little jokes until the curtain has 
fallen on the last act. If this rule has been made on be- 
half of the audience it is a mistake. If only some of 
those excruciatingly funny stories which the young 
women whisper to each other so assiduously could be 
interpolated into the dialogue of “A Galety Girl” the 
wit of that production might be heightened to some ex- 
tent. Bullet-proof coats would not comport well with 
the bathing costumes which the actresses wear, and 
therefore in shielding themselves with shafts of their 
own wit from the excessive avoirdupois of Harry 
Monkhoase’s funny business, the young persous are 
probably merely protecting themselves from protracted 
melancholia. But the unkindest ‘ 
cut of all, the edict which has 
aroused the loudest wail of indig- 
nation, came the other evening 
when word was received from 
headquarters that there were al- 
together too many callers at the 
Stage door, and in future the la- 
dies of the company must pro- 
vide themselves with either mes- 
senger boys or policemen to con- 
duct them to their homes. The 
Gaiety girls insist that once out- 
side the theatre they are their 
own mistresses, and several of

_ Paris to supplant it, and the calcium of the 
mechanical serpentine has also waxed and 
waned. Now there is a promise of more skirt 
dancing, and its exponents, who were always 
superior to their American imitators, have 
again begun to come over and whirl their 
petticoats at us. But unfortunately none of 
these new ones are equal to their first prede- 
cessors. When the bifurcated skirts and the 
low-edged ruffles were whisked over the foot- 
lights by Letty and Sylvia it was done ina 
way that only the best of the dancers could 
do. The art was perfect when New York saw 
it first. It had developed in London and was 
shown to us first by its best representatives 
in its completest form. It was never so artis- 
tic a form of dancing as the best of ballet, for 
its limitations permitted little variety. It 
was bound to become monotonous, for it was 
never capable of expressing anything more 
than ruffled skirts and lifted tues can. But it 
was charming for its novelty and the skill of 
its first performers. 

The dancers who are at it now are Cissy 
Fitzgerald in “A Gaiety Girl” and four young women in 
“Little Christopher Columbus.” Cissy has a fine swing 
and a supple knee, but she is miles behind the two 
original Gaiety girls that danced for us. She does much 
that they did, but not so well, and the four dancers at 
the Garden Theatre cling to the same old steps and 
figures, and in both cases the lack of novelties is excus- 
able because the style of dancing admits of but little 
variety. ; 

Cissy Fitzgerald and the others with us now hav 
varied it, however, without improvement. Cissy drops 
the steps of the skirt dancé, and winds up her perform- 
ance with an undisguised can-can, which is hindered in 
execution, but not in spirit, by petticoats enough to 
make it distinguishable from the gyrations of La Goulue 
or Grille d’Egout at the Jardin de Paris. The young 
women who dance at the Garden likewise go to Paris 
for their novelty. They dance gracefully enopgh in the 
conventional way of skirt dancers for a while, and end 
by rolling over each other and the floor after the man- 
ner of the promising pupils of Mile. Nini-patte-en-l’air, 
who came over and did the “split” for us several sea- 
SONS ago. 

Of course, the dancing of Letty Lind and Sylvia Grey 
was free from any such detractions, and how much 
more entertaining were natural grace and trained skill 
than French suggestiveness and clumsy acrobatics. 

By the way, the reception which has been accorded 
Cissy in New York is likely to deprive Great Britain of 
one of its most charming subjects. Miss Fitzgerald de- 
clares herself to be in love with America, says that she 
is charmed with New York, and that it is quite as good 
as. if not better than, London, and that at the termina- 
tion of her contract with George Edwardes, after the 
Australian tour, she proposes to return to America and 
make New York her home. The other members of the 
“A Gaiety Girl” company have not been heard from, 
but if they all follow Cissy’s proposed programme, 
America will gain the nucleus of a first-class musical 
comedy organization, and will be independent of the 
London Gaiety in the future. 

We all have our troubies. 

Even the Gaiety girls are not exempt from the com- 
mon lot. 

Just at present, according to their own account, woes 
are overwhelming them. The powers that be at the 
theatre where “A Gaiety Girl” is playing have been 
putting several feet down of late. 

Hence these tears. 
Unaccustomed as these young women are to having 
the riot act read for their especial delectation, it is not

them refused point blank to prevent their admirers 
from calling for thern. 

Since the fiat has gone forth, however, the crowd at 
the stage door has grown beautifully less. Finding that 
the girls. would take no action in the matter, the man- 
agement employed a ruse. A young man was stationed 
atthe stage door armed with a pad and pencil. As 
each of the “Johnnies” put in an appearance the young 
man wrote his name down under a sentence which 
began : 

“Among the well-known gentlemen who called at the 
stage door of Daly’s Theatre last evening were——” 

The effect was magical and is likely to be permanent.

They 
have among them a large and varied assortment o1 
hopes and fears. The creases in their trousers are sharp 
enough to shave with, and they look very unhappy. 
Every time the stage door opens there are cranings of 
necks and sighs of joy and disappointment. 

The crowd that hangs about the stage door of the 
Casino, where Della Fox is playing, is composed of de- 
voted admirers in the shape of young schoo! girls. Male 
admirers give Miss Fox a wide berth so far as the stage

The crowds that haunt John Drew, Herbert Kelcey 
and other matinee idols, are composed of full-fledged 
belles, wearing diamonds and sealskins and all the ac- 
cessories of wealth, Sometimes carriages will draw up 
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close t the stage door, with their 
occupants peeping slyly out, in an- 
ticipation of the arrival of their 
footlight hero. 

So it goes throughout the various 
theatres. There is something about 
. it that is very fascinating to the 

average student of human nature. 
The new melodrama by Sutton 
Vane, entitled ‘““The Cotton King,” 
which the firm of Corbett and Bra- 
dy recently produced at the Bow- 
doin Square Theatre, in Boston, 
has met with great success. The 
principal parts are played by Jack 
Mason, Dominick Murray and May 
Wheeler, while Mr. Brady does a 
clever character bit and looks after 
° the stage. The scenic effects are 
marvels of ingenuity and the piece 
is assured of a prosperous run 

There is one young woman in 
“Little Christopfier Columbus” who 
fills the hearts of her stage associ- 
ates with flerce envy. She hasn't 
much to do, but her gowns are gor- 
gec’.7 and of the latest fashion. 
With her jewels and generally 
stunning make-up, she is some- 
thing that fills the eye most com- 
pletely.

There is scarcely an actress in the country who ts not 
desirous of getting her photographs copied and used as 
cigarette pictures. 

When the manufacturers first began to utilize the por- 
traits of the professionals in this way, such was not the 
case, for the latters’ faces were mixed up promiscuous- 
ly with those of women purporting to be “rollers” of 
cigarettes, until those who really belonged to the latter 
class, in the vernacular of the trade, made a kick, and 
the pictures complained of were gathered in and de- 
stroyed. 

Itis a mistaken idea that the pictures of actresses in 
tights are the most popular at present, for they are not. 
The average smoker wants something solid now in the 
way ofa premium, and as time rolls by the getting of 
the right sort is becoming more and more difficult and 
costly for the manufacturer. 

About one-half of the little pictures given away with 





a package of cigarettes have the names of the actresses 
represented underneath, and it is in this 
category that the average aspirant for

Then manufacturers of smoking and chewing tobacco 
are depositing standard works of poetry and prose, ele- 
gantly bound, among well-known and responsible re- 
tailers for them to give away to the largest buyers of the 
particular brands. 

The latest thing in cigarette premiums, however, are 
sterling sliver fruit knives and razors given away upon 
the presentation of a number of coupons, one of which 
may be found in each package of the cigarettes. 

A retailer remarked to me recently: “I fully expect 
within two years, if this premium business keeps up, to 
be supplied with deeds for town lots in Slipperyville to 
fill out for customers who may turn in so many coupons 
issued with this or that cigarette.”’

Great feeling has been aroused lately from both the 
publtc and press against the so-called free and easy dives 
thatare so numerous in St. Louis, Mo. Taken as a 
whole they are not especially conducive to law and 
order, and to citea sample of a little scene that occurred 
behind the scenes at one of these hell-holes, will only go 
to show how low these places can bring human nature 
to.

stellar honors in the dramatic firma- 
ment desires to be. 

It is now some fifteen years since the 
boom in cigarette pictures began, but 
the scheme did not gain favor until sev- 
eral of the prominent uptown photog- 
raphers began to sell their negatives ot 
photographs of actresses to the cigarette 
makers. 

At this period in the history of pho- 
tography, it may be remembered that a 
certain leading lady of a Broadway the- 
atre, the manager of which does not 
allow any member of his company to 
be seen parading that thoroughfare, 
sued a well-known photographer for 
having furnished her picture to a ciga- 
rette firm, but the law is perverse, and 
the case resulted in the rendering of a 
decision that has since stood, to wit: 
that an actress or any other celebrity 
who getsa picture taken at a redgiced 
price on account of her being a public 
celebrity, waives all rights and the pho- 
tographer is at liberty to use the nega- 
tive as he sees fit, and to dispose of it, 
or a8 many copies from it, as he chooses, 
and to whom he chooses. 

Formerly most of the miniatures 
found in cigarette packages were made 
in this city, and a photographer in the 
Bowery had the bulk of the trade. This 
man is now no longerin the business. 
He lives opposite the park in great 
style, but he never tires of telling the story of the 
“celebrated actress,’’ Eloise Montgomery. In order 
to test public taste, he picked a girl out of Rivington 
street who possessed a very pretty face, and who took a 
good picture. He struck off about 10,000 portraits of 
her in different poses, and about as many more of John 
L. Sullivan, then in his prime and glory. The result 
was that smokers did not want John. They wanted 
Eloise, and in three months’ time her face was as well 
known to the public as Mrs. Langtry’s or Sarah Bern- 
hardt’s. Dramatic agents sought for her, and cudgeled 
their brains for not being able to place her. Managers 
tried to engage her, but all to no purpose. If they had 
gone around to the Eldridge street police station, how- 
ever, they would have ascertained that the girl who 
owned those features was on the island doing time. 

It may be a matter of interest to know that the cigar- 
ette manufacturers in New York city do not buy a sin- 
gle one of the millions of pictures they use in this city. 
They are all made elsewhere, where the industry can 
be carried on toa much greater advantage than it can 
among big tall buildings which destroy the light half the 
day and where rents are high. 

No one appreciates these latter items of expense more 
than the man who does the largest business in this line 
in thecountry. This artist formerly kept a photograph 
gallery on Broadway, near Stewart’s old store, but find- 
ing there was money in catering to the tobacco trade, 
he sold out there and went to Elizabeth, N. J., where 
he devotes himself exclusively to the wholesale manu- 
facture of cigarette pictures. 

He said the other day that when the tobacco trust was 
formed, the directors of the same had voted to cut off 
the presentation of pictures with each package of cigar- 
ettes with the exception of one brand, but that the oppo- 
sition had been so strong aad the latter had turned out 
with their stock such superior premiums that the old 
brands had to again be “sweetened” with photographs 
at a big expense. 

Naturally neither the buyer nor the seller will volun- 
teer any information as to what these pictures cost, but 
a8 near a8 can be ascertained it is about $2 per 1,000, 
or one-fifth of a cent apiece. The Trustclaims over ¥O 
per cent. of all the business done in the cigarette 
line, and.as nearly five hundred millions of packages of 
cigarettes are sent out by this concern alone annually, 
one can appreciate the importance of the picture prob- 


lem. Itinvolves a cost of something like $1,000,000 
a@ year. 
Boarding the train at Communipaw the other day on 


my way to Elizabeth to see the photographer, I noticed 
some of the passengers greatly interested in the conver- 
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me next May and I 
will answer you posi- 
tively then.” 








“Sometimes a dozen a day,” responded the photog- 
rapher. ‘‘They come from all quarters and. with all 
manner of costumes, from the stern drapery of a trag- 
edy queen down to a pictorial bathing suit. 

“Of course,” he went on, “the legitimate celebrities 
are what we are after, and they are the ones who are the 
favorites. Only occasionally do we take others in, but 
I will have to admit that many cigarette pictures have 
fictitious names attached to them. Many times a really 
good picture is not labeled, and we, not recognizing the 
subject, supply the name, generally the first one that 
comes into our heads. 

“Cigarette pictures are printed generally 16 on a 
plate. These are printed on sensitized paper without 
cutting, and this is mounted on cardboards 514 by 10 
inches. These are then put into piles of about 50 each, 
and are placed under a card-cutter and sliced up like 
80 much cheese. Then individually they are run through 
the burnishing rollers, which gives them the curl and 
brings the picture out well. Nearly all the work is done 
by girls under 18 years, who work for comparatively 
low wages.” 

This industry does not by any means cover the ground 
of tobacco premiums in pictures. There are at least a 
dozen brands of smoking tobacco and two of plug 
chewing tobacco with which are dispensed coupons, a 
certain number of them entitling the holder to a fine 
lithograph reproduction of some celebrated painting, 
or a colored portrait of a favorite actress. Itis only 
lately that the plug chewing dealers have gone into this 
line, but competition has become so lively that it was 
necessary for the “under dog’’ to do something to sell 
his goods. Some of these plates are what are known as 
“combinations,” and represent allegorical subjects, with 
vignette adjuncts, and which, with the title, tell a 
whole story. One concern has made an arrangement 
with a certain illustrated weekly to take all iis plates of 
this kind at a good price, and which affords the period- 
ical a fine profit.

FOND OF ATHLETICS. 
(SUBJECT OF ILLUSTRATION.) 

The athletic craze among the female portion of the 
community of Brooklyn, N. Y., nas grown rapidly 
within a few years. Matrons and maids both belong to 
the gymnasiums, which have multiplied in the city. 
The great majority of those who practice in these places 
are opposed to bicycle riding as a means of exercise. 
They prefer to strengthen their arms and expand their 
chests rather than their pedal extremities. 

The different classes existing throughout the city are 
mostly composed of school girls and women of leisure 
and plenty of money. Those who have not an abun 
dance of the latter patrouize the Women’s Christian 
Association's elegant gymnasium, where the charges are 
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moderate, while the other class do their turn in the 
Pratt Institute, Packer Institute or Adelphi Academy 
gymnasiums, which cannot be excelled for completeness 
of arrangements. There are two classes each day here 
—a day class, which is very popular with the older 
women, and an evening class, composed of the young 
women who are busy during the day and who devote an 
hour or so to this healthy and pleasant exercise. Some 
smart gymnasts have been made among those who at- 
tend these classes. During the afternoon and evening 
the fair athletes can be seen, busy at the different modes 
of exercise. The dumbbells and lighter form of gymnas- 
tics are favored, although a number of the young women 
practice the heavier form of athletics, such as the 
swinging rings and trapeze and climbing and bending 
feats. 

A regulation costume is worn by the W.T. U. C. A. 
athletes. It consists of Zouave dresses of flannel, worn 
with dark stogkiags and low-heeled shoes. It’s a pretty 
and snug-fitting costume; those of the athletic maids 
who affect silk stockings are few here. 

The Packer Institute Gymnasium, which opened last 
week, is one which draws the daughters of the wealthy 
Heights and Hill people. Itis a large, airy apartment, 
especially well adapted for its use and admirably 
equipped. The building and equipment were the gift of 
the Packer alumnae a few years ago. 

Physical culture isa feature of Packer study. The 
girls who belong to the classes wear natty suits of dark 
blue divided skirts and blouses, black stockings and 
canvas shoes. This is pretty nearly the costume of the 
Pratt Institute gymnasium classes. Miss Thurston is di- 
rector of the Packer Gymnasium and Miss Jessie A. 
Lines of the Pratt. 

There are three divisions in the latter gymnastic school, 
senior, junior and freshman, and these in turn are di- 
vided into sections. They have three lessons a week of. 
forty minuteseach. Exercises for carriage and pose, free 
work, fancy steps and marching, dumbbells, bar bells, 
wands and clubs are the principal tasks. Miss Lines in- 
tends to introduce the hoople exercise, which she con- 
siders effective in developing the muscles, and the broad- 
sword exercise, which introduces some of the positions 
of fenciug, the salute and a few parries. 

The Adelphi gymnasium is one of the best, as itis 
the oldest. The scholars at this noted and popular 
school have been getting physical training for ten or 
twelve years, Dr. H. 8. Pettit is the director. Class 
work is done in squads of eight, the girls being placed in 
classes best suited to their strength. It wasat the Adel- 
phi that the handball game and the basket ball game by 
girl gymnasts on the swinging bars was introduced. 
‘These two novelties have become very popular, and the 
girls are expert at them. 

“Women and girls go in for athletics now, at least In 
their own mild way,” said an Adelphi gymnasium In- 
structor. “I have found that they are as enthusiastic as 
the most successful college oarsmen. The vogue to- 
day is for the girls to be strong and to go in for the 
things that make strength. They ride, and they fence, 
and do the trapeze in bloomers and short jackets; they 
walk, and they go in for dumbbells and India clubs and 
indulge in a variety of other feats that give muscle and 
abundant breath.”’

George Green, who recently defeated Spider Kelly at the 
Imperial Club, of San Francisco, says he will fight any man in 
America at 140 pounds. The Imperial Club people have been trying 
to arrange a match between Green and Andy Bowen. 

Tom O’Rourke, backer and manager of Joe Walcott, was 
asked what size purse he wanted for a fifteen-round bout between 
Walcott and Tommy Ryan, to take place in this city. O'Rourke said 
nothing less than $2,000 would be satisfactory to him.

John Marx, better known as the Texas Cowboy, who tried 
to stand up for four rounds against John L. Sullivan, is now ap- 
pearing as a strong man in England. In reference to Marx, Wm, 
Button, of Kennington, writes: ‘Prof. John Marx, the American, is 
not only @ strong man but a wonderful athlete. I have seen every 
strong man that has performed in London; in my judgment of a 
strong man he has no equal."’ 


At Eureka, Kan., recently, Jack Fitzpatrick, of Boston, 
and Young English, of Cohoes, New York, fought according to 
“Police Gazette” rules for a purse of $1,000. Although the former 
was twegty pounds the heavier honors were about even. Imme- 
diately after the go a match was arranged between Fitzpatrick and 
Will Cutmyer, a local pugilist, whom Young English has been: in- 
structing.

The stakeholder 
will give McAllister the forfeit, but he will be out $75 by the opera- 
tion if Glancy does not return the §75 lost.

Nipper now began to bleed profusely and in a rally 
which followed both fell and were soon covered with bleod from Nip- 
per’snose. Ben appeared to be worsted at all points and odds of 3 to 
1 were offered on Nipper before ‘the dogs had been fighting forty 
minutes. Tom Leask, who handled Ben, found that he had fanged 
himself, and that was why he could not bite or held on to Nipper 
when he got an advantage or a firm hold. Finally Leask got a turn 
after the canine gladiators had been battling 55 minates. Ben was 
unfanged quickly and the dogs were again delivered at the scratch 
and let go; Ben was now the aggressor and he got Nipper by the 
right foreleg, crunched it between his strong jaws and held on to his 
advantage, while Nipper tried to get away.
